Only one fatality has so far been re- 
ported — the drowning of a Negro while 
attempting to reach the mainiand from 
a small island near Thunderbolt— hut 
heavy loss of life is feared on tne South 
Carolina sea isiands, where such fear- 
ful loss of life occurred during the 
great tidal storm of li-OS. The condi- 
tions now are similar to tho»e durine 
that storm. Owing to thu sub- 
merged country and the iso- 
lated location of the islands no 
news can be had from them 
until the water subsides. For eight 
miles north of Savannah the entire 
country is a lake with only the ham- 
mocks visible. At noon the water was. 
eight feet above the highest tide. 
Driven on shore by the northeast 
storm it tilled up on the islands, swept 
over banks and uums. carrying away 
the ramnant of the rice crop that was 
left by the August storm and had not 
been gathered and wiping out farm 
crops. The loss to rice growers alone 
will be from 850,000 to 3T.\000. Of the 
entire rice crop along the Savannah 
river, valued at SUiu.000, all but 15 per 
cent, was lost in this and thu preced- 
ing storm. The damage to shipping is 
considerable. The schooner Governor 
Ames, which was on her way to sea 
with a cargo of 1,500,000 feet of 
lumber went adrift in the harbor but 
was secured safely. The wharves at 




to the river here were partially carried 
away. The quarantine oflioer and his 
family and servants were rescued 
early in the day by a tug. Four ves- 
eela which were at anchor at the 
station were torn from the moorings 
Mid driven into the marshes. Three 
of these were the Iiritish schooners 
Syanaram. bound for St. Johns, N. B., 
the American schooner Millville, for 
Mlllville, N. J., the Fannie L, Child, 
for Boston, all lumber laden, and the 
Italian bark Franklin. How badly 
these vessels are damaged is unknown. 
No news has been received fromTybeo 
since early in the morning and nothing 
is known of the damage there. 

At Thunderbolt and Isle of Hope, 
suburbs of Savannah, all the boat 
houses on the banks and hundreds of 
small boats were carried away. 

On Hutchinson's island, opposite Sa- 
vannah and separating the city from 
the South Carolina shore, there were 
many Negro families rescued by boats 
from the revenue steamers Tybee and 
BontweU. One man with a child in 
hla arms, holding the little child above 
hia shoulders, started to cross 
the dams with the water up to 
hia body. Hia wife with another 
child stood In the window of 
their bouse, trie floor of which was 
already flooded by the rising water, 
and watched her husband feel his way 
step by step along the top of the 
treacherous dam, one false step from 
which or a caving bank would throw 
him into a swift moving current 
Finally he was sighted from across the 
rtver on the city side. A boat was put 
off and after half an hour's effort the 
family was rescued. Upwards of a 
hundred people were brought from 
the island to the city in boata 

All day rescuing parties were at 
work. Sunday night the winds had 
subsided, but the water which receded 
with the ebb of the tide during the 
afternoon had again risen. Considers* 
ble anxiety la felt for shipping at sea 

The extent of the storm is unknown 
nntU telegraphio communication is re* 
stored or news is received from the 
country between Savannah and Jack- 
sonville, over which the heaviest part 
of the storm passed. The full extent 
of ita damage can not be told.
